The most difficult time to play 
good golf is when you have a lead 
of three or four up and then begin

The long-handlcap golfer, finding 
himaeclf with such a lead over 2 more 
experienced player, will be tempted 
to think, “This in too good to be 
true!”—and so he will allow his lead 
to slip away. 

Undoubtedly the beat way to use 
a handicap is to play every hole to 
your own figure, regardless of the 
adversary.
